Planting  in  rows  20  to  36  inches 
apart — 2  or  3  inches  on  the  row.  Use  2 
to  4  pecks  per  acre.  Corn  planters  can 
be  used  providing  you  get  a  special  disc. 
Grain  drills  can  also  be  used  if  you  plug 
two  out  of  every  three  holes. 

Harvest 

For  hay,  cut  when  half  of  the  pods  are 
full  grown  and  top  leaves  begin  to  yellow. 
Do  not  cut  when  there  is  dew  on  leaves. 
Let  lie  until  leaves  are  wilted  but  not 
brittle.  Bake  early  in  wind-rows  but 
cure  thoroughly  for  several  days.  Then 
put  in  small  piles  and  allow  several  more 
days  for  curing.  For  beans,  let  stand 
until  half  the  pods  are  dry.
